T शैक्षिक अनुसंधान और प्रशिक्षण परिषद्‌ की स्थापना केन्द्रीय शिक्षा मंत्रालय के अंतर्गत 

१९६१ ई० में हुई थी। इसकी स्थापना के मुख्य उद्देश्य थे--शिक्षा संबंधी अनुसंवान करना, 
इनमें सहायता देना, इन्हें बढ़ावा देना तथा इनमें समन्वय स्थापित करना, सेवापूर्व और सेवाकालीन 
प्रशिक्षण व विस्तार कार्यत्रमों की व्यवस्था करना, शिक्षा की नवीनतम तकनीकों और पद्धतियों से संबंधित 
जानकारी देना और आदर्श शैक्षिक साहित्य का निर्माण करना | 


आदश शैक्षिक साहित्य के अंतर्गत दो प्रकार की कृतियाँ आती हैं: 


(१) पाढ्यपुस्तकें, उनसे संवंद्ध अभ्यास पुस्तकें, उनके लिए अध्यापक-दशिकाएँ और qum 
शैक्षिक सामग्री । 


(3) पाठ्यपुस्तक से इतर शैक्षिक पुस्तकें । 


पाठ्यपुस्तकों और संबद्ध सामग्री के निर्माण का कार्य परिषद्‌ के पाठ्यक्रम एवं मूल्यांकन विभाग 
न हाथ में ले रखा है T इस विभाग की विभिन्न योजनाओं के अंतर्गत भिन्न-भिन्न विशेषज्ञ अपने-अपने 
विषयों की पाठ तैयार कर रहे हैं । विज्ञान की पुस्तकें परिषद्‌ के विज्ञान शिक्षा विभाग के

सामान्य विज्ञान और हिन्दी ।
